To His Excellency, Јонк J. JACOB, 
Governor of West Virginia: _ 

-The Board of Regents of the Deaf and Dumb and Blind Institution 
would request you, in.your message to the Legislature of West Vir- 
рима at its coming session, to ask it to change the present manner of 
making a yearly appropriation for the wants of the Institution ati 
each biennial session, and in lieu thereof, to grant an annuity of thirty 


thousand dollars, to cover the contingent expenses, repairs, clothing for. 


indigent pupils, and ай other expenses of the Institution. The fiscal 
year now expires on the 30th day of September in each year, and 


the appropriation by ihe Legislature, at its biennial session, running. 


out on September 30th before the meeting of the Legislature, leaves 
the Institution without funds from that time until the appropriation 
is made and paid over; thus crippling, for a time, the efficiency of the 
Institution. A change in-this matter, making the fiscal year end 
April 186, 18 recommended. 

The Board also recommends for the consideration of the Legisla- 
ture, a change in the manner of collecting accounts from the several 
eounties for clothing furnished indigent pupils. Under the present 
law, the Board finds itself unable to collect these bills from the great 
majority of the counties of the State. 

The suggestion of the Principal in relation to this matter is cor- 
dially endorsed by the Board, end your attention is respectfully called 
to it. ~ 

The Board would again request the Legislature to make an appro- 
priation for the purchase of the plat of ground north of the grounds 
of the Institution. It is thought by the Board to be necessary for 


the comfort and convenience of the Institution, by affording pastur- 


age for the stock, drainage facilities, &c., 6. 

The amounts necessary to defray the expenses of the Institution, 
as set forth in this report, are as follows: 
For purchase of ground mentioned above, three thousand dol.

If the request to grant an annuity be refused by the Legislature, 

the Board would ask for a yearly -appropriation of twenty-eight 

thousand dollars for contingent expenses, and two thousand dollars 
for repairs to buildings, fences, &c., and for replacing worn-out furni- 
ture and fixtures. `> 

The amount for contingent expenses is three thousand dollars more 
than heretofore appropriated by the Legislature, but is thought nec- 
essary, owing to the increased number of pupils. 

The report of the Executive Committee, setting forth the financial 
condition of the Institution, the report of the Principal, and the re- 
port of the Physician, are herewith submitted. 

The Board would take this opportunity to again earnestly request 
your Excellency and the members of the Legislature to use every 
effort to bring the afflicted children of this State, for which this Insti- 
tution was established, within its walls, satisfied that, under the care 
of the present efficient Principal and his assistants, in no other State 
of the Union can those children be better educated and fitted for 
going out into the world and become useful members of society.

То the Board of Regents of the West Virginia Institution | 
for the Deaf and Dumb, and Blind: 


‚  GENTLEMEN:—I have the honor to report thatthe sanitary condition 
”of the inmates of the institution for the last two years, ending the 


186 of October, 1876, has been good. 


The only appearance of an epidemic within that time was a number 
of. cases of Roseola, (an eruptive fever of little, or no consequence.) 
Owing to the healthtulness of the location and its freedom from epi- 
demics, together with the eare and attention given to the comfort, 
cleanliness and habits of the pupils, by those having them in charge, 
we may reasonably hope for a continued exemption from serious ~ 
disease. 

Since the first of last July, the date of my connection with the in- 
stitution, there has been no case of sickness of any importance, 
and at present, the general health of its inmates is as good, I believe, 
as that of the same number of persons under the most favorable con- 
ditions and circumstances of life.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT. 


To the President and Board of Regents of the West Virginia _ 
. Institution for the Deaf and Dumb, and the Blind : 

GENTLEMEN :一 In obedience to the laws governing the operations of 
the Institution under your control, I have the honor to present the 
sixth in order of the reports for publication, but, the first under the 
law, making the reports of the State institutions biennial. This re- 
port will, therefore, cover the operations of the Institution for the 
last two fiscal years. 

But before entering upon a discussion of the topics properly belong- 
ing to such a report, it may not be inappropriate to glance, in a cur- 
sory manner, at the early history of the Institution, and follow its 
stages of growth | down to the present time. The peculiar fitness for 
so doing, at this time, is indicated by the centennial year itself, in 
which we are prompted to review the past, in the light of experience, 
before determining our future course. ~ 

On the 3rd of March, 1870, the West Virginia Legislature passed 
an act for the establishment of the West Virginia Institution for the 
Deaf and Dumb, and the Blind. In compliance with the provisions 
of this act, the first Board of Regents met and organized in the city 

‘of Wheeling, on the 20th of April, 1870, and at an adjourned meeting 
in Parkersburg, on the 23rd of June, 1870, docided unanimously to 
accept the liberai proposition of the “ Literary Society of Romney,” 
for the establishment of the Institution in the buildings known as the 
* Romney Classical Institute," which, together with fifteen acres of 
land, had been conveyed to the Board for its solo and specific uses. 
The property thus donated was estimated, at that time, at ‘over 
$20,000. On the20th day of July, 1870, the Board met for the first 
time at Romney, and on the following day elected a principal, a ma- 
tron and three teachers, and ordered, that the Institution be opened 
for the reception of ‘pupils on the last Thursday in September, 1870 
In accordance with this order, the Institution was thrown open for 
‘the purpose indicated; on the 29th day of September, 1870, and soon 
thereafter thirty pupils had been received, (twenty-five mutes, and 
‘five: blind?) The first appropriation made to the Institution’ was 
$8,000, for current and'other expenses, which, however, proved quite 
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inadequate-to its support for the year ending September 30th, 1871, 
accordingly, the Legislature of this year was asked for $5,000 more, 
to meet the deficiency. On the 186 of October, 1871, we find that 
the number of pupils has increased to fifty-seven, (ten blind, and for- 
ty-seven deaf mutes,) and another has been added to the corps of 
teachers inthe deaf mute department, making four, altogether. An 
appropriation of $15,000 having been made “for the construction of 
buildings,” we find, from report of the principal, of date last mentioned, 
that “an additional story has already been erected on the main build- 
ing, that one wing is nearly completed, and the other under roof,” 
and that the whole building now presents afront of one hundred and 
ninety-four feet, and is two stories high, of brick, surmounted by a 
French, or mansard roof; making the entire elevation three stories 
above the basement, For the completion of the work, thus far un- 
~dertaken, an appropriation of $6,000 is made on the 28th of February, 
1872, and before the close of the session the inmates are in the full 
enjoyment of the facilities afforded by the enlargement of the build- 
ing. The increase in the number of pupils was constant from the 
first-opening of the schools, accordingly, on the 186 October, 1872, the 
number was sixty-seven, (fifty-five deaf mutes and twelve blind.) 
The corps of officers, and teachers, remain the same as the previous 
year, excepting that the Matron, first appointed, withdraws from her 
duties, on account of sickness; a teacher of music is employed for 
the blind, and an additional female assistant teacher is placed in charge 
of a class in the deaf mute department, during most of the year. The 
Institution is now pronounced by the Board as being in a most pros- 
perous condition, the building is nearly completed, and the recent ap- 
propriations of the Legislature are said to be sufficient to complete all 
the buildings, so far as projected. We have now reached the most 
eventful year in the affairs of the Institution. The resignation of H. 
H. Hollister, who had filled the place of principal, from the beginning 
of the Institution, down to the first of October, 1873, is announced. 
As a temporary expedient, and to obtain time properly to consider 
applications, Dr. S. В. Lupton, the visiting physician of the Insti- ` 
tution, is appointed to fill the vacancy, and Mrs. Ann B. Harris ia ap- 
pointed Matron, to fill the vacancy occasioned by the resignation of 
Mrs. Lucy White, above referred to. Thus organized, the corps of 
teachers remaining unchanged, the Institution is conducted until the 
10th December, 1873, when the Board met, and elected Mr. С. Н. 
Hill, of Maryland, Principal. The principal elect, declining to enter 
on the duties of the office, the management is continued in the hands 
of the Principal pro tem. until, at the adjourned meeting of the Board, . 
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held at Piedmont on the 27th of January, 1874, Mr. Г. Eddy, of Wis- 
consin, was elected Principal. Тһе report of the Principal pro tem. 
made to the Board on the 10th of December, 1873, states that there 
were thon sixty-six pupils in the Institution (fifty-two deaf mutes and 
fourteen blind,) whilst from the list of classes it appears that only 
sixty-four were under instruction during the entire session. 

The present Board met for the first time, on the 16th of April, 
1874, and organized by the election of Thomas Maslin, President. 
Ata meeting held on the 18th of June following, the Board deeming 
it important to have a more thorough and efficient organization of 
the 1nstitution, determined that all the offices of the Institution should 
be considered ав vacatod on the Ist of J uly, 1874, and on the first of 
July in each, and every year thereafter. Accordingly, the Board met 
on the 29th of July of this year, and proceeded to fill all the offices, 
by the election of the following persons, viz: The present incumbent, 
- as Principal; David R. Williams, Steward ; Miss Martha McClelland, 
Matron; Miss M. A. Blue, Governess; and H. White, Watchman. The 
following persons were elected teachers, viz: Mr. H. Chidester, Miss 
Lucy White, and Miss L. M. Kern, in the deaf mute department, to 
which Mr. R. G. Ferguson, of the Louisiana Institution was added, 
Shortly after:—Mr. H. H. Johnson was appointed teacher in the blind 
department, and Dr. S. M. Snyder, visiting physician. Thus organ- 
ized, after an interregnum of one month, the Institution went into 
immediate operation; and the schools were regularly opened on the 
first Monday of the following September. 

Having thus sketched the history of the Institution, in as succinet 
& manner as practicable, down to the period of its re-organization, 
with the view of a more convenient reference, I wil now proceed | 
with the report in hand which is to cover the operations of the Insti- 
tution from the 1st of Oct., 1874, to the Ist of Oct., 1876.

- Of the number of deaf mutes present last session, six will not re- 
turn, and of the blind one or two may not desire to continue any 
longer at school, on account of their advanced ages which will reduce 
the number prescnt and enrolled last session to seventy-six, to which 
add twelve new 2 already at the Institution, and nine more yet to

eome, with two, who were formerly in attendance, and the whole 
number for the ensuing session will be ninety-nine, (twenty six blind 
and seventy-three deat mutes.) The following table will show the 
number from each of the counties represented, and the counties, as 
yet, unrepresented by any pupils.

At the close of the session on the 11th of June, 1875, an examina- 
tion of the classes of both departments was held by a committee of 
gentlemen appointed tor the purpose, whose report is herewith pre- 
sented in the words and figures following, to-wit: 


: REPORT OF EXAMINING COMMITTEE. 


To the Board of Regents of.the West Virginia Institution 
for the Deaf and Dumb and the Blind. 


^ GxNTLEMEN:— Tbe fifth session of this Institution closed with an 
examination on this inst. in presence of the undersigned, and they 
make the following report : 


First. They would congratulate the people of West Virginia upon 
the founding of this noble charity, so benevolent in its purpose and 
aim, and so adapted to accomplish great and fruitful results. The 
outgrowth of our‘Christian civilization, it regards with tender solici- 
tude those to whom, in the mysterious ways of Providence, the facul- 
ties of speech, and hearing, and seeing, have been denied, and imparts 
the light of knowledge to minds whieh would have otherwise re- 
mined a dr eary blank. The course of instruction includes not only 
the cultivation of the intellect, but also the training of the heart in 
its boundless capacities, by opening a door, through which the lights 
and hopes of the Gospel of the Son of God may enter, and be an 
abiding well-spring of joy, where there would else have been a cheer- 
less waste. The Institution also contemplates the training of the in- 
mates in some of the mechanical arts, that they may be enabled to 
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earn a livelihood and become useful men and women. 16, therefore, 
appeals to our common humanity, and commends itself with touch- 
ing force to the profoundest sympathies of our nature. 

Second. The appeal is strengthened. and its force irresistibly felt, 
by visiting the Institution and witnessing the wonderful progress of 
the inmates, as 16 was the privilege of the undersigned to do. Their 
progress may properly be desiguated as wonderful, when the diffi- 
culties of the case are taken into consideration. То get into contact 
with the darkened intellect of the deaf and dumb, and blind—some ' 

- of whom never saw the light, and others of whom never heard a 
sound, or smiled at the sweet voice of their mother—is a problem of 
vast difficulty, and requires a patience, and perseverence, and forti- 
tude and skill, with which few are endowed; and yet the difficulty 
has, in a large measure, been overcome, and this unfortunate class 
can be elevated to the rank of intelligent, shining, accomplished 
men and women. % 

Third. In this Institution, progress was very conspicuous in every 
department of training. The inmates gave evidence of an intelligent 
comprehension of the subjects upon which they were examined. 
Their minds had evidently been reached, and the most skillful effort 
been brought to bear upon them to that end. The exhibition was not 
that of the parrot, but of boys and girls, who had been taught to 
think; and whilst it showed true progress on the part of the inmates, 
it also manifested the skill and faithfulness, and untiring energy, of 
the Principal, Mr. Covell, and the zeal and intelligence and fidelity 
of all the teachers, Frequently during the examination, questions 
were put by the committee, which were answered with as much facil- 
ity as those put by the teachers. ~ 

Fourth. Another feature in the management of the Institution 
made-à very happy impression. The order and decorum, and pro- 
priety, and that subtle influence for good that pervades the whole 
place, show the excellence of the choice of the Board of Regents, in 
selecting Major Covell to preside over its interests. He is a man of 
very superior ability, and thoroughly devoted to his work. А master 
hand is visible in every detail of the establishment. Indeed, in the 
judgment of the committee, it can be said in reference to this Insti- 

- tution, from the Board of Regents and Principal, down through every 
grade of office, that the “right man is in the right place.” 

Fifth. It is not the purpose of the examining committee to go into 
а detailed account of the examination, but they can not refrain from 
expressing their entire satisfaction with the result, and their thorough 
conviction of the fidelity and intelligent zeal and devotedness to ther 
work of all the teachers. Miss L. Kern, Miss L. White and Miss 
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Maggie Blue, the two former teachers of the deaf and dumb, the lat- 
ter, of the blind, also, Mrs. Wilson, the teacher of music "deserves. 
special mention and commendation. They seem not only to have 
done their duty, but to have done it with that loving sympathy which 
draws the pupil to the teacher so closely, and is indeed, in such a call- 
ing one of the main elements of success. Professor R. G. Ferguson, 
who teaches the highest class in ihe deaf mute department is a very 
accomplished gentleman and highly efficient as a teacher. 

Professor H. H. Johnson, who teaches in the department of the 
blind, brings the wholo strength of his cultivated mind into his work. 
Mr. 11. Chidester himself, a deaf mute, is a teacher in the deaf mute 
department. The committee were greatly interested in him, and 
could not but wonder at the perfection with which he handled the 
sign language, and the facility with which, through that means, he 
conveyed his ideas to his class. ~ 

Sixth. The undersigned, together with Mr. Maslin, President of the 
Board of Regents, and Mr. Isaac T. Brady, а member of the Board, 
both of whom attended the examination, were conducted through the 
entire establishment by Maj. Covell, and every where the same quiet 
order and attention to duty were manifest. "The dormitories are well 
ventilated, and kept with scruptilous cleanliness. the Laundry is a 
model of efficiency ; there is an abundant supply of pure water, and 
as there has been strict attention paid to the laws of health, tho re- 
sult has been, very little sickness in the Institution during the past 
year. - _ 

It has been mentioned that Mr. Maslin, President of the Board of 
Regents, attended the examination; and it is deemed proper in this 
connection, to refer to the decp interest he has taken in the prosperity 
and success of the Institution. The people of the State owe him a 
debt of lasting gratitude, From the time ho took hold of the enter- 
prise, until now, it has been advancing in public estimation. The 
good it is calculated to do has been more widely appreciated; for all 
who know the man—his executive ability, his integrity, his judgment, 
his singleness of aim, and his humanity—will have confidence in an 
enterprise in which he has so thoroughly and earnestly embarked. 

In concluding this report, the undersigned would express the con- 
fident hope that the people of the State will cordially sustain and 
countenance this good work. It is believed that it is only needed to 
have its aim and spirit more extensively known to secure their full 
and cordial co-operation. If every man and woman in the State had 


"witnessed the scenes of this day—the quiet home like air of the . 


place, the happy looks of the poor unfortunate inmates, the light of 
knowledge infused into the darkened intellect, and the principles of 
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religion engrafted, that will surely bring forth much fruit—there 
would be a response of “God speed” to the enterprise from every part 
of the State. | 
The seventy inmates are now about to leave for their homes; the 
influence of the Institution will go with them, and their parents and 
kindred and friends will see that the influence exerted has been ele- 
valing and happy. The enterprise is a noble one, and is replete with 
blessings, far reaching in their results, and when we give our counten- 
ance and support and heart to it, it can then be said, we have done 
what we could. And, according to our ability, we will, in an humble 
measure, be imitating Him whose sympathies ever flowed forth for 
human suffering, and who, whilst on earth, gave hearing tothe deaf, 
and sight to the blind, and caused the tongue of the dumb to sing.

HANDICRAFTS.‏ א 


Four shops have been in quite successful operation for the pasttwo 
years, during the period of the schools, in which are taught, carpen- 
tering, shoe making, tailoring, mattress making, broom making and 
cane seating. To these, we should add the girls sewing room, in 
which many garments were made for their own use, and a large 
quantity of under clothing for the boys. The amount of work done 
by these shops, and the sewing room is shown in the appendix to this 
report. The amount set apart by you at your last annual meeting, 
for the purchase of a printing press, and necessary material, proving 
to be sufficient for the purpose, the purchase has already been made, 
and the office will be put in operation, as soon as the new shops’ build- 
ing is completed, thus affording a number of our more intelligent deaf 
mute boys employment in the publication of a paper, devoted to the 
interests of the deafand dumb and the blind.

IMPROVEMENTS, 


Within the period embraced in this report, under your instructions, 
many minor improvements and several of considerable magnitude 


. have been undertaken and completed. In the place of cisterns, that 


held no water, when most in demand, we have been most abundantly 
supplied, for more than eighteen months with pure water from a bold, 
perennial, mountain spring. Instead of two score stoves and open 
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fires, the buildings have been comtortably warmed throughout by one 
steam-boiler, suitably located in a fire proof engine room: a superior 
gas, for lighting the buildings has been substituted for a multitude of 
noisome 6081 oil lamps, thus reducing the hazards of fire, and promot- 
ing, inan eminent degree the comfort, health and happiness of all 
the inmates. A Laundry has been erected and equipped with all 
the machinery, and usual appliances for washing. Moreover, thanks 
to the generous liberality of our Legislature, at its last session, in 
response to your appeal for further appropriations, for building pur- 
poses, you have been enabled to add another story to the rear wing, 
and erect an indispensable addition to it, providing, thereby, ample 
dining rooms, cheerful and airy school rooms, and a commodious 
chapel, by which addition, we have been enabled to assign the pupils 
of both departments, each to his own school room, sitting room and 
dormitory, and to properly classify and arrange the whole. Also, an 
extensive veranda has recently been erected around three sides of an 
open cour which enable the girls to communicate with all parts of 
the buildings, without exposure in the open air. Thedeat mute boys 
of the carpenter's shop, under their competent foreman, besides the 
erection of a convenient stable, of asubstantial and benamiental fence, 

entirely around the front grounds of the Institution, of a smoke house, 
the construction of the ‘drying room, tubs, &е., in laundry, а ward- 
robe room for the boys, and other jobs of minor importance, too nu- 
merous to be mentioned in detail—undertook, with the consent of the 
Board, to carry forward and execute, all the wood work of the new 
shops’ building, which was commenced about the middle of last June, 
and but for an unexpected delay on the part of the contractors for 
the brick work, would have been ready for occupation by the 186 of 
this October. And, itis worthy of remark, that, notwithstanding, 
these improvements have been set on foot, and carried forward to their 
completion, as well during the session as in vacation, no interruption 
of any kind has been occasioned to the daily routine of the schools. 
It is, moreover, cause for congratulation that upon the completion of 
the shops’ building, the Institution will be complete in all its ap- 
pointments, that no further special appropriation will be required for 
‘several years, for the erection of new buildings, nor for the exten- 
sion or enlargement of the buildings now in use, and furthermore, 
that all the improvements, and additions, above mentioned have been 
accomplished within the means appropriated for them, thus burden- 
ing the Institution with no indebtedness on their account. Thus 
whilst other states have, in their munificence, expended from one to 
three hundred thousand dollars—and two of them more than a mil. 
lion and a half upon the edifices erected for their unfortunate children 
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the entire amount appropriated, and expended for this purpose, by 
the State of West Virginia from the foundation of the Institution, 
down to the present time, has only reached the sum of forty-one 
thousand six hundred and eighty-two dollars, which amount added tc - 
the generous donation of the citizens of Romney, to the State, of 
property then valued at twenty thousand dollars, makes the real 
property of this Institution represent, at this time, the Бит of sixty- 
one thousand six hundred and eighty-two dollars. 


Conference of Principals and Superintendents of American Institutions 


for the Deaf and Dumb: The American Association of Instructors of 
the Blind. 


On the 12th, 13th and 14th of J 0 of this year, as your represen- 
tative, 1 had the good fortune of attending a conference of Principals 
and Superintendents of American institutions for the deaf and dumb. 
This conference, which was first appointed to be held at the Clarke 
Institute, Northampton, Mass., then, at the American Asylum, Hart- 
ford, Conn., and lastly, for good and sufficient reasons, at the Penn- 
sylvania Institution, Philadelphia, was accordingly held at the last 
named Institution, on the days just mentioned, and, in attendance and 
interest, fur surpassed all previous conferences. Thirty-five or six 
Institutions were represented ; besides, our sessions were honored by 
the presence of several distinguished gentlemen from abroad, who are 
deeply interested in the cause of education, generally, and of deaf mute 
education, in particular, by whose presence, moreover, an opportunity 
was afforded of comparing the various systems in vogue, and for an 
unrestrained interchange of opinions, as to the relative value ot these 
systems. As it is expected that a detailed report of the various sub- 
jects of interest, which were presented to the conference for considera- 
tion, will shortly appear in the American Annals, I shall content 
myself, under this head, with merely introducing, in this place, a set 
of important resolutions “on the hours of school and labor,” which 
were adopted by an almost unanimous vote, to-wit: 

Resolved, That in the education of the deaf and dumb, the place of 
prominence and honor should be accorded to the intellectual and 
moral training of the pupils, followed by thorough and well-provided 
instruetion in industrial labor. 

Resolved, That deaf and dumb pupils, where their stay in the In- 
stitution is limited to seven years, require for their proper intellectual 
development while in school, the equivalent of five hours otf daily 
instruction, for at least five days of the week, during nine months of 
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the year, for seven years, under the direction of well-educated, vigor- 
ous instructors. 

Resolved, That instructors of the deaf and dumb ought not, as a 
rule, to be required or permitted to spend more than five hours a day 


in the work of the, class-room ; but they should be expected to divide _ 


the remainder of the time between study, recreation and exercise, in 
such manner as should best prepare them to sustain the drain upon 
their intellectual and nervous forces, which is inevitable in a proper 
discharge of their duties as teachers,

I believe the foregoing resolutions sound in theory and practice, 


~ and most cordially endorse them—an outgrowth of at least two gen- 
erations of enlightened experience. 


А month later, on the 15th, 16th and 17th of August, the American - 


Association of Instructors of the Blind was held at the Institute for 
the Blind, at Philadelphia. This, also, I attended, under a deep sense 
of obligation to the interests of the blind. Twenty-five Institutions 
were represented, and numerous topics of interest were presented. 
‘Besides the principals and teachers of Institutions, several presidents 
and members of boards of trust from distant States, honored the 
Association by their presence, and participated in the proceedings, 
which, to enter into a detailed account of, would extend this report 
beyond proper limits, but which I shall have the satisfaction, ere 
long, of placing in your hands, in pamphlet form. In advance I 
would, however, notice two subjects of great importance and which. 
occupied, in a great measure, the attention of the Association, viz: 
The study and practice of music in all its departments, and suitable 
employments for the blind, to enable them to become self-supporting, 
on leaving the Institutions. The sense of the Association, as regards 
the study of music, was, that this department should occupy a posi- 
tion of the same diguity as the literary department, in view of the 
fact that so few of the learned professions ate open to the blind. 
That, in the profession of music, the blind can compete upon almost 
equal terms with the sceing, and that in this field there is, at any 
rate, a wider prospect of more succeeding than in any ат profes- 
sion. The question concerning the most suitable employments, or 
handicrafts for the blind, is one which demands much thoughtful соп- 
sideration. The trades at present taught in most of the institutions 
for the blind are the same as are taught here, viz: eane-seating, 
broom-making and mattress-making. To these are added. in the 
Institutions established in the cities, brush-making, basket-making 
and carpet-weaving. These are the trades for the male pupils. The 
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girls are taught knitting; plain sewing, netting and embroidery, and 
at several of the larger Institutions, especially at the New York In- 
stitution, they become expert in the use of the sewing machine; and, 
as I learned from the Principal of that Institution, their unanimous 
verdict is for the “ Domestie" machine, on account of its greater sim- 
plicity and easy. adjustment, and this, after having wied the machine 
of almost every other make. In concluding this article, 1 would 
respectfully recommend that a “ Domestic sewing machine” be pur- 
chased for the use of the blind girls.

It is seen from the foregoing table, that the amount due to the In- 
stitution by the counties named, is two thousand and eight dollars 
and ten cents. Section 9, chapter 71 of the acts of the Legislature at 
its session in 1871, provides that pupils “when not otherwise provi- 
did with clothing shall be furnished by-the Institution while they are 
pupils of the same, and the Principal shall make out an account.there- 
for, in each case, against the respective counties from which said pu- 
pils are sent, in an amount not exceeding forty dollars per annum, for 
every such pupil, which account shall be certified by the Principal, 
and countersigned by the secretary, and which shall be transmitted 
by the Principal to the clerk (of the county) from which such pupil

was sent, and the board of-supervisors of such county shall, at their 
next annual levy, provide for the payment of the same out of such 
county leyy to. the said Principal for the use of said Institution.” 
Now in view-of the delays, and difficulties attending the collection of 
- most of these claims, their accumulution from year to year, upon the 
books of the Institution, the small benefits derived from the few 
meagre collections to compensate the annual outlay for the clothing of 
our pupils, 1 would respectfully recommend, that the law be so amen- _ 
ded ag to require these accounts against the respective counties, to be 
made out in duplicate; one eopy to be sent to the clerk of the county, 
and the other to the State Auditor, to be collected by him in thesame 
manner as other taxes are collected, and paid back into the State 
Treasury; the Institution to bo cbmpensated therefor, in an increased 
amount of appropriation. It appears to me that such an amendment 
to this law would secure-the regular collection of these claims at the! 
hands of the sheriffs, of the respective counties, and would render that 
practicable and operative, which in the hands of the Institution must 
remain, for the most part impracticable, and inoperative, and thus 
burden its books with useless accounts. I again respectfully recom- 
mend this matter to your favorable consideration, trusting that you 
will deem it of sufficient importance to bring it to the attention of the 
Legislature. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I deem it my duty to review the recommendation made to you at 
your last annual meeting, to apply to the Legislature for a special ap- 
propriation to enable you to purchase the improved lot of ground 
lying north of the grounds of the Institution, and contiguous to them. 
This lot, from a recent survey is found to contain between ten and 
eleven acres, and is, for the most part, well set in grass. It is needed 
for the pasturage of the horses and. cows of the Institution ; to afford 
sufficient space about the buildings ; to relieve and furnish the means 
of improving the greatly impoverished, and almost worn out land, 
which has for во many years been in use as a pasture lot, without any 
care or cultivation. This improved lot of ground can-be purchased 
for the sum of three thousand dollars. Т, therefore, respectfully re- 

commend that a special appropriation of this amount be applied for, 
to enable you to acquire this desirable property. As a measure of 
strict economy, 1 would also recommend the purchase of a 13 11-100 
horse power upright tubular boiler, to be placed in the engine room, 
by the side of ‘the large boiler, which, since it was originally put in 
place, nearly two years ago, has had added to it as much again space 
to warm as its capacity was intended for, and which if made to per- 
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form this extra work, without-assistance, on account of the increased 
heavy pressure put upon it, must, necessarily, have the period-of its 
usefulness very greatly diminished. I propose this additional boiler 
for the following purposes, viz: To run the machinery in the Laun- 
dry, to warm the shops, and to take the place of the large boiler in 
the late spring, and early fall, when fires are still required, mornings 
and evenings, and for the bath rooms, at these seasons. Four hun- 
dred dollars would cover all expenses embraced in this recommenda- 
tion. I, therefore, trust it will meet with a favorable consideration at 
your hands. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


I would respectfully renew the recommendation made in 1874, viz: 
 Thataregular amountbe appropriated tothe Institution annually,in the 
form ot an annuity. My long experience in and observation of the 
practical workings of an Institution, under the uncertainties and de- 
lays of the amount to be appropriated, trom time to time, for its very 
existence and the greater stability, the more economical system of ex- 
penditures, and the generally increased prosperity under a certain 
and assured support fund, available at regular stated intervals, fur- 
nish a sufficient warrant for an earnest renewal of this recommenda- 
tion. And now that the buildings are completed. and liberally sup- 
plied with necessary furniture, in every department, thus precluding 
any further appeals for special appropriations, for several years, at 
least. I would further respectfully recommend that one general ap- 
propriation, for all purposes; namely, for the usual current expenses; 
for all necessary repairs, to kecp up the property ; for the renewal of 
worn out furniture; and for the travelling expenses of indigent pu- 
pils; be asked at the hands of the Legislature. And, inasmuch as 
the clothing of the pupils will become a regular item of current ex- 
pense for which the Institution ‘will no longer look for reimburse- 
ment from the respective ‘counties, i in theevent the amendment spoken 
of in a preceding article is acceded to, I would fix the amount of the 
general appropriation at thirty thousand dollars per annum, to be 
drawn quarterly, upon four requisitions of equal amounts. This es- 
timate is for one hundred pupils, the number expected to be reached 
_this session, at $280 each for board, tuition, fuel, lights, washing, 
— books, musical instruments, &c., and an average of $20 each for clothing, 
which places the entire cost of each pupil at $300 per annum, which 
by comparison with other dual institutions is as low as any otherein 
. the country. The foregoing is therefore earnestly commended to 
your most favorable consideration.

The amount of insurance upon the buildings and furniture of.the 
Institution is $32,300, in five companies, All the policies will expire 
in 1878, a renewal of which will require a special appropriation of

I would speak in terms of high praise of the 
uniformly good conduct of the pupils, and of their close and persist- 
ent attention to their studies. Fortunate as you were in your reor- 
ganization of the Institution, in the selection of officers and teachers, 
you were especially so in adding to the corps of teachers, at the 
beginning of the last session, Professor O. D. Cook, of New York, 
and Mr. E. L. Chapin, of Washington, the first bringing with him the 
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ripest experience in the domain of deaf mute instruction, and the 
latter a distinguished graduate of the National Deaf Mute College, at 
Washington, D. OC., who, with but one year's experience as a teacher, ` 
manifests, already, a peculiar fitness for the position. ` 

It would have been much more grateful to my feelings, could I 
have closed this.report without the admonition that, once during the 
period embraced therein, death has invaded the Institution and taken 
from the corps of officers one of their number most highly esteemed 
and beloved. On the 17th of April, 1876, Mrs. Kate B. Williams, the 
wife of our excellent steward, and who filled the office of Governess, 
was removed by the hand of death.

The vacancy thus occa- 
sioned, you filled on the 7th of June following, by the appointment 
of Mrs. Surah E. Caruthers, who entered on the discharge of her 
duties at the opening of the present session, about one month ago. 
The efficiency already manifested by Mrs. Caruthers confirms the 
wisdom of your selection. |

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DIRECTIONS FOR ADMISSION OF PUPILS. 


I. All deaf mutes and blind persons, in the State, of sound mind and 
body, between the ages of eight and twenty-five years, are entitled to 
admission free of charge, except for clothing and travelling expenses. 
It is earnestly requested that parents of children too young to be ad- 
mitted, immediately place themselves in correspondence with the 
principal in reference to the future training of their children, 

П. Children when brought should be provided with summer and 
winter clotbing, all plainly marked with the owner’s name. A sum 
of money, not less than $5 00, should be left with the principal for 
incidental expenses. Whatever is unexpended at the close of the 
year will be returned. Each pupil should have a good trunk, Cloth- 
ing will be furnished to indigent pupils. 

ITI. The-sessions of the school commence on the ‘first Monday of 
September, in each year, and continue for the space of. forty wecks. " 
The regular term of pupilage is five years, and the principal may, 
with the consent of the Board, select for an additional term of three 
years, such as would be especially benefited thereby.

2. Was the applicant born deaf or blind? Or at what age did he 
become so? Cause?

7. Give namo, occupation and post office of parent. 

8. Was there any ЕВ between parents before marriage? 
If so, what?
